After  suffering 
from  serious  financial  difficulties  from  previous  years,  RRRA  finally  turned  itself  around  and  began 
to  operate  as  a  much  more  efficient  and  profitable  association. 

Last  year  also  signified  the  20th  anniversary  of  our  community,  and  with  the  help  of  floor  reps,  res 
fellows,  sr.  residents  and  RRRA  staff  and  committee  members,  we  were  able  to  plan  an  entire  week 
of  celebrations  centering  on  the  20th  anniversary  theme. 

Residence  Anniversary  Week  began  with  the  plaque  dedication  for  Norm  Fenn,  with  over  250 
residence  alumni  in  attendance,  and  ended  on  a  successful  note  with  a  big  band  40' s  night,  in  com- 
memoration of  Carleton' s  40th  anniversary.

With  surplus  revenue  that  was  generated  from  more  efficiently  run  operations,  we  were  able  to  put 
several  thousand  dollars  back  into  the  community  in  the  form  of  over  100  part-time  jobs;  ren- 
novations  to  The  Bree's  Inn  and  Abstentions;  and  several  other  projects  that  were  needed  to  revitalize 
the  residence  community. 

I  would  like  to  thank  residence  students  from  1982-83  for  your  enthusiasm,  concern  and  involvement 
you  have  shown  towards  your  residence  association. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  that  I  leave  office,  having  served  with  an  executive  and  council  that  was 
as  dedicated  to  serving  Carleton  University  as  this  year's  group  proved  to  be. 

The  Residence  Association  can  look  forward  to  many  years  of  growth  and  success.
